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AS  the  title  of  this  Society  suggests,  its  object  is  to  search  out  the  blind 
ot  I  ennsylvania  111  their  homes,  to  teach  them  to  read,  and  to  supolv 
them  and  other  blind  persons  in  the  United  States  with  a  constant 
exchange  of  embossed  literature,  free  of  all  charo-es 
The  Board  of  Managers,  in  reviewing  the  work  of  th^e  past  year,  con- 
gratulates the  subscribers  to  this  Society  upon  the  fact  that  each  month  has 
shown  a  steady  progress  made  in  the  number  of  blind  persons  benefited  by 
the  lessons  in  reading  given  by  the  teachers  and  the  number  of  embossed 
books  loaned. 

During  the  past  year  the  four  teachers  employed  (two  of  whom  are 
totally  without  sight  and  two  have  partial  sight)  have  made  5.526  visits  to 
blind  persons,  144  new  pupils  have  been  taught,  and,  in  addition,  lesions 
ill  knitting,  crocheting,  sewing  with  the  use  of  the  self-threading  needle 
Braille  and  pencil-wntmg  have  been  added  to  the  lessons  in  reading  with 
the  hnger  tips.  ^ 

Perhaps  it  is  not  generally  known  that  there  are  at  least  6000  blind  per- 
sons m  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  Of  this  number  about  460  are  children 
m  the  two  schools  tor  the  blind,  which  leaves  5540  to  be  reached  by  our 
teachers.  Of  the  figures  just  quoted  fully  1500  are  in  Philadelphia  and  75 
of  these  are  in  the  Philadelphia  Almshouse.  As  the  great  majority  of  our 
pupils  are  in  middle  or  advanced  life  and  have  at  one  time  seen  to  read  it

eave  them  to  make  the  choice,  and  after  the  finger  tips  have  been  trained 
by  learning  Moon  type,  pupils  can  occasionally  be  induced  to  try  the  more 
difficult  dotted  systems.    Mr.  Moore  and  Miss  Rowland  continue  to  each 
the  adult  blind  in  this  city  in  their  homes  and  the  hospitals  and  various 
institutions  where  the  blind  are  to  be  found.  \arious 
Our  teachers  occasionally  teach  children  to  read  whilst  they  are  awaiting 
admission  to  the  splendidly  equipped  School  for  the  Blind  at  Overbrook 
and  also  those  who  are  not  eligible  for  admission  owing  to  some  mental 
deficiency  which  does  not  prevent  them  from  learning  to  read.  Severa 
of  such  cases  have  been  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  Hoard  of  Compul 
sory  Education,  although  our  work  is  essentially  for  the  adult  blind 

xMiss  Ouirk,  who  IS  located  in  the  western  part  of  the  State  has  been 
engaged  during  the  past  year  in  teaching  the  blind  of  the  city  of  Pittsbtirjh 
and  in  Allegheny,  Fayette,  Westmoreland,  Lawrence  and  Beaver  Co  in  £ 
Miss  Dungan's  work  has  been  in  the  nearer  counties  of  Bucks.  Berks  and 
Carbon.  1  hese  counties  have  been  thoroughly  covered,  and  this  teacher"  s 
now  located  in  Delaware  County.  Lcacuer  is 

remembered  that  when  the  teachers  have  covered  their 
allot  ed  territory,  new  cases  of  blindness  through  age,  illness  or  accident 
develop  in  the  counties  first  visited  by  them,  so  thtt  the  work  of  Home 
Teaching  is  practically  perpetual. 
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The  circttlation  of  embossed  books  has  largel}'  increased  during  the  past 
year  amongst  the  745  readers  enrolled,  and  166  new  readers  were  added  to 
the  number  borrowing  embossed  books.  From  the  Free  Library  of  Phila- 
delphia—where the  Society's  Library  is  deposited— 21,974  volumes  were 
circulated  during  1914,  as  shown  by  the  following  table  : —

From  the  Carnegie  Library  at  Pitts- 
burgh 5, 149  embossed  books  were  circu- 
lated in  1914  (of  these  2118  were  in 
:Moon  type),  making  a  total  distribution 
from  the  two  libraries  of  27,123.  Of 
these  embossed  books,  no  less  than 
19,0y9  were  in  :Moon  type — for  types 
may  come  and  types  may  go,  but  Moon 
type  will  go  on  forever.  That  it  has 
stood  the  test  of  over  sixty  years'  use 
and  is  daily  growing  in  popularity 
wherever  it  becomes  known  is  a  proof 
of  its  great  value  to  the  adult  blind. 

The  Board  of  Alanagers  records  once 
more  its  grateful  thanks  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Free  Library  of  Philadelphia,  to 
Dr.  John  Thomson,  the  Librarian,  and  to 
:Mrs.  Liborio  Delfino,  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  Department  for  the  Blind,  for  the 
valuable  aid  afforded  by  them  in  the 
circulation  of  the  Society's  books 
The  Free  Library  distributes  the  Societv's  books  to  the  blind  of  Philadel- 
phia without  charge,  but  this  Home  Teaching  Society  is  responsible  for  the 
cost  connected  with  the  circulation  of  its  books  beyontl  the  city's  boundaries. 

The  Board  desires  also  to  express  its  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Harrison  \\ . 
Graver,  the  Librarian  of  the  Carnegie  Lil)rary  in  Pittsburgh,  to  Miss  Jessie 
Welles,  the  Superintendent  of  Circulation,  and  to  ^*Iiss  Winifred  Riggs, 
First  Assistant,  for  their  continued  interest  and  practical  help  m  the  cause, 
in  storing  and  distributing  the  embossed  books  belonging  to  this  Society, 
and  by  supervising  the  work  of  the  Society's  Home  Teacher  m  the  western 

part  of  the  State.  tt  •+  i 

During  the  past  year  numerous  inquiries  from  all  parts  ot  the  United 
States  have  been  received  at  the  Society's  office  regarding  the  simple  Moon 
embossed  tvpe.  In  all  cases  encouraging  letters,  alphabets,  first  lesson 
sheets  and  beginners'  books  have  been  sent,  with  the  result  that  most  of 
the  corresponilents  have  become  readers  and  borrowers  of  embossed  books. 

Your  Secretary  was  invited  as  a  delegate  to  attend  the  International 
Conference  on  the  Blind,  held  in  London  last  June,  and  to  read  a  paper  on 
' '  Blindness  in  Adult  Life. ' '  Circumstances  preventing  lier  from  attending, 
a  paper  which  had  been  prepared  and  read  by  her  at  the  Conference  of 
the  American  Association  of  Workers  for  the  Blind,  held  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  in  April,  was  sent  to  London  and  was  read  at  the  Conference.  Your 
Secretary  also  attended  a  Conference  on  Charities  and  Correction,  held  in 
Carlisle,  Pa.,  in  October  last. 

As  an  outcome  of  the  Home  Teaching  and  Library  work  which  Dr. 
William  Moon,  of  England,  and  his  daughter  started  in  this  city  in  1882 
with  the  valuable  and  whole-hearted  aid  of  the  late  Mr.  John  P.  Rhoads,  of 


the  Bible  House,  Home  teaching  work  is  now  carried  on  in  New  York  City 
and  State,  in  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Cincinnati,  San  Francisco  and 
other  places,  and  librarians  of  several  public  libraries  have  provided  depart- 
ments for  the  blind.  Readers  in  those  sections  of  the  country  who  apply 
to  us  for  embossed  books  are  referred  to  those  libraries,  but  always  with  the 
privilege  of  drawing  from  our  Society's  Library  anj-  embossed  book  which 
cannot  be  obtained  elsewhere. 

From  the  Department  for  the  Blind  of  the  New  York  Puljlic  Library 
5510  volumes  in  ^Nloon  type  were  loaned  during  1914,  and  from  the  Library 
of  Sacramento,  California,  +0S7  volumes  in  Moon  type  were  also  loaned  last 
year.  This  tleniand  for  embossed  books  is  chiefly  due  to  Home  Teaching, 
without  which  the  great  majority  of  the  blind  would  remain  in  ignorance  of 
the  fact  that  with  a  little  training  the}'  can  be  taught  to  read  for  themselves. 

A  review  of  the  work  of  our  Society  for  the  past  thirty- three  years  sho%vs 
the  sure  and  steady  growth  of  an  oak  tree.  Man — a  blind  man — planted 
the  seed,  and  man  %vatered  it,  but  God  is  giving  the  increase.  He  has  given 
strength  to  the  workers  ;  He  has  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  the  benevolent  to 
aid  this  most  worthy  cause,  and  to  Him  we  owe  our  grateful  thanks. 

The  work  of  Home  Teaching  is  exacting  and  arduous,  but,  as  our 
teachers  would  tell  you,  it  is  full  of  compensations.  Accurate  statistics  are 
necessary  in  all  philanthropic  work — but  no  statistics  can  show  what  our 
teachers  put  into  their  work,  for  to  the  faithful,  conscientious  teacher  his 
or  her  calling  is  a  consecration,  and  our  teachers  are  both  faithful  and 
conscientious.  Often  thej'  are  able  to  encourage  their  pupils  to  resume  the 
occupations  followed  when  the  sight  was  good,  to  advise  them  in  household 
matters  and  how  to  find  employment.  In  the  Blind  Men's  Working  Home, 
the  Industrial  Home  for  Blind  Women,  and  the  Chapin  Memorial  Home 
for  Aged  Blind — three  institutions  in  this  citj- — are  inmates  who  were  first 
taught  by  our  teachers  to  read,  and  then,  through  the  teacher's  efforts, 
admission  to  these  homes  was  secured  for  them. 

With  the  opening  of  the  latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century  appeared 
two  of  the  most  important  means  of  ameliorating  the  condition  of  the 
adult  blind — who  are  so  greatly  in  the  majority — the  Workshop,  and  the 
Home  Teaching  of  Reading,  which  were  introduced  almost  simultaneouslj'. 

The  Association  for  the  General  Welfare  of  the  Blind,  founded  in 
London,  England,  in  1856,  by  Miss  Gilbert,  provided  the  prototype  of  the 
best  kind  of  workshops  for  the  blind  which  are  to  be  found  anywhere 
today,  and  the  Home  Teaching  Society  for  the  Blind  in  London,  founded 
by  Dr.  William  Moon  and  ]\Iiss  Graham  in  1855,  was  the  pioneer  Home 
Teaching  Society  throughout  the  world.  At  the  present  time  in  England 
and  Wales  alone  there  are  more  than  SO  Home  Teaching  Societies  and  52 
workshops  for  the  blind,  quite  distinct  from  the  many  schools  and  institii- 
tions  there.  There  are  also  62  societies  in  lingland  and  Wales  which  assist 
the  blind  with  pensions,  the  oldest  society  dating  back  as  far  as  1718. 

When  we  consider  that  the  territory  of  Pennsylvania  is  equal  to  that  of 
the  whole  of  England,  where  there  are  nearly  80  Home  Teaching  Societies, 
we  have  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  that  with  but  four  teachers  we  are 
able  to  accomplish  so  much  good,  but  we  need  more  teachers  to  find  out 
the  adult  blind,  who  from  their  darkened  world  are  reaching  out  wistful 
fingers,  longing  to  be  taught  a  raised  type  and  read  for  themselves  the 
cheering  and  inspiring  messages  to  be  found  in  the  printed  pages  of  good 
authors.  It  is  the  shut-in,  retiring,  sightless  person,  who  takes  a  back  seat 
in  the  busy  home  life— the  invalid,  the  incapacitated — that  we  wish  to 
reach,  until  every  blind  man  and  woman  in  every  town,  village  and  hamlet 
of  this  great  State  has  been  given  an  opportunity  to  learn  to  read. 

The  Board  of  Managers  is  happy  to  state  that  the  Special  Fund  created 
by  Mrs.  L.  Webster  Fox  in  1911,  to  present  our  readers  annually  with  a 
new  work  in  ^vloon  type  as  a  Christmas  gift,  enabled  us  last  year  to  emboss 
"The  Letters  of  a  Self-^Iade  Merchant  to  his  Son,"  by  George  Horace 
Lorinier.    The  amount  derived  from  the  appeal  made  last  November  will 
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be  devoted  to  stereotyping  another  book,  the  title  of  which  has  not  yet 
been  decided  upon. 

Through  the  kintlness  of  Miss  Margaret  W.  Ehler  this  Society  has  been 
able  to  add  to  its  collection  of  embossed  books  "Glimpses  through  Life's 
Window,  etc.,"  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  R.  Miller. 

The  blind  and  their  friends,  desiring  to  have  a  lasting  memorial  of  some 
kind  to  the  late  Dr.  Robert  C.  ^Moon,  contributed  to  the  stereotyping  of 
"The  Crown  of  Individuality,"  by  William  George  Jordan,  a  book  read  by 
Dr.  IMoon  in  his  last  illness.  The  Board  ilesires  to  express  its  thanks  to 
Mr.  John  H.  Baird,  Mr.  Charles  Gimbel  and  Air.  J.  T.  M.,  for  their  subscrip- 
tions to  six  copies  of  the  Moon  Tilagazine  as  a  gift  to  six  blind  readers. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Board  of  Alanagers  that  many  subscribers  may  add 
to  our  Library  of  books,  either  by  contributing  liberally  to  the  Publication 
Fund  or  hy  ordering  some  new  work  stereotyped.  This  can  be  done  at  the 
half  cost  of  75  cents  per  large  embossed  page  —  The  Moon  Society  in 
England,  a  purely  philanthropic  society,  meeting  the  other  half  cost. 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  the  Board  chronicles  the  loss  by  death  of 
Judge  William  X.  Ashman,  its  honored  first  President,  Dr.  Robert  C.  Moon, 
its  first  Secretary,  and  also  that  of  ]\Iiss  Adelaide  li.  C.  INIoon,  who, 
although  residing  in  l^ngland  and  not  a  uiemljer  of  our  Board,  had  for 
many  years  acted  as  a  valuable  coatljutor  to  her  brother. 

The  minutes  adopted  by  the  Pennsylvania  Home  Teaching  Society  for 
the  Blind  on  the  deaths  of  Judge  Ashman  on  October  loth,  of  Dr.  Robert 
C.  Moon  on  February  loth,  and  of  INIiss  Moon  on  November  r2th,  record  the 
long  and  invaluable  services  rendered  by  them  to  this  Society  and  the  high 
esteem  in  which  they  were  held  by  their  associates  ;  and  the  Memorial 
Meeting,  which  was  held  last  May  under  the  auspices  of  this  Society, 
testified  in  some  measure  to  the  deep  respect  and  great  affection  held  for 
Dr.  Moon  by  the  blind  and  by  all  who  knew  him. 

Upon  the  death  of  Judge  Ashman,  Mr.  John  E.  Baird,  First  Vice- 
President,  was  unanimously  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  President ;  and 
when  Dr.  Robert  C.  ]\Ioon  died,  Mrs.  Isabel  W.  Kennedy  was  elected 
Secretary  in  his  place. 

Mr.  Baird  has,  however,  resigned  on  account  of  making  his  home  in 
future  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year  in  Honolulu,  but  we  are  glad  to 
retain  him  as  a  mendjer  of  the  Board,  and  we  are  confident  that  distance 
will  not  lessen  the  deep  and  practical  interest  he  has  alwaj's  shown  in  the 
work  of  this  Society  since  he  was  elected  Vice-President  in  May,  1898. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Board  has  been  called  upon  to  accept  the 
resignations  of  Mrs.  Beulah  M.  Rhoads  and  Miss  Sarah  Nicholson,  and  it 
wishes  to  record  its  sincere  appreciation  and  hearty  thanks  to  these  ladies 
for  the  valuable  services  and  liberal  support  which  they  have  rendered  to 
the  Society  since  it  was  reorganized  in  1898. 

The  Board  of  iVIanagers  wishes  to  offer  its  hearty  thanks  to  the  following 
donors  of  embossed  volumes  and  pamphlets  to  the  Library  of  this  Society  :

When  we  realize  that  it  costs  the  taxpayers  of  this  State  of  Pennsylvania 
§5,332.307  annually  for  the  care  of  its  insane,  whose  insanity  can  be  traced 
directlj'  to  the  tise  of  alcohol,  it  seems  a  small  thing  to  ask  for  $100,000  for 
a  funil,  from  the  interest  of  which  to  stereotype  each  3-ear  new  and  inter- 
esting books,  to  keep  the  minds  of  our  s.ine,  blind  citizens  occupied  and  to 
save  them  from  brooding  over  their  deprivation  of  sight. 

All  text  books  used  in  the  schools  for  the  blind  are  in  one  or  other  of 
the  dotted  systems,  and,  as  there  are  very  large  funds  available  for  these 
books,  there  is  consequently  a  great  number  of  them  published  annually  ; 
but  there  is  no  fund  of  any  kind  in  the  United  States  available  for  Moon 
type  books  until  we  get  ours  completed.  Moon  type  is  stereotyped  and 
embossed  in  Brighton,  England,  as  a  philanthropy — no  profit  of  any  kind 
has  ever  accrued  to  the  IVIoon  familj  or  Society  for  embossing  that  type. 

This  Home  Teaching  Society  at  the  present  time  owns  3254  embossed 
books,  2757  of  which  are  in  the  Moon  type.  Every  one  of  these  books  is 
eagerlj'  read  and  re-read  by  our  sightless  friends — a  striking  contrast  to 
many  of  our  sighted  citizens  who  own  handsome  libraries  of  beautifully 
bound  books  which  are  seldom,  if  ever,  opened. 

Most  of  our  readers  are  discriminating  in  their  literary  tastes,  and 
would  glaiUy  welcome  additional  works  of  humor,  historical  no\'els  and  good 
short  stories.  When  each  word  is  read  with  the  finger  tips,  the  book  must 
be  worth  while  or  the  disappointment  of  the  reader  is  great. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting  the  Hoard  will 
have  the  great  pleasure  of  announcing  the  completion  of  the  Publication 
Fund  of  $100,000.

T.  C.  C.  writes:  "On  behalf  of  my  uncle,  T.  C,  I  am  glad  to  tell  you 
that  he  is  more  than  pleased  with  the  instruction  he  has  received  in  the 
Moon  type  from  your  teacher,  Mr.  Moore.  Although  uncle  has  been  studj'- 
ing  only  a  few  weeks  he  can  read  well  and  passes  many  a  pleasant  hour, 
and  wishes  to  thank  you  a  thousand  times  for  your  kindness  in  sending  a 
teacher.    We  hope  and  pray  for  your  success  in  making  others  happy."
